The Conntltutlonal Con- 
veiitlon Adjourned and 
the New Organic Law 
Now in Force. 

Monday at noon, the Constitutional 
Convention, having completed the 
necessary changes in the ne 
■titution, the work of signing the 
new document began and w 
eluded about 3 o'clock in th< 
noon, when the Convention adjourn, 
ed tine die. Just after the delegate! 
began affixing their signatures a sa- 
lute was fired from Fort Hill, an- 
nouncing to the world that Ken- 
tucky's new organic law had gone 
Into effect, and that hereafter the 
State would be governed by its pro- 

During the signing of the Constitu- 
tion Senator J. C. S. Blackburn and 
Gen. Wade Hampton, of South Car- 
olina, entered the hall, were intro- 
duced to the Convention by Gov. 
Knott, and invited to take seats by 
the side of President Clay. Gen 
Hampton afterwards made a short 
speech to the Convention. The usual 
resolutions of thanks were adopted, 
the enrolled and signed document 
was presented to the Secretary of 
State, and the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1890-01 was no more. 

After the Convention adjourned, 
Hon. W. R. Ramsey, delegate from 
.Laurel and Rockcastle counties, who 
enrolled the new Constitution upon 
parchment, was presented with a 
handsome silver water pitcher, by 
the Convention and by some of the 
delegates a beautiful gold pen. The 
pitcher was purchased from Mrs. M. 
A. Selbert.he St. Clair street jeweler, 
and bore the following inscription. 
W, R. Ramsey, 
From the 
Constitutional Convention 
Of 1890-'l 

For Enrolling on Parchment the New 
Constitution, 
Sept 28, 1891.

Trotters Burned. 



The training stable of Mr. R. H. 
Wilson, near Woodlake. this county, 
was destroyed by fire Sunday morn- 
ing. The stable boys had Just fed the 
horses and had started to the house 
to breakfast when thpy heard ohe of 
the horses making an unusual noise 
in his stall, turned back to see what 
was the matter when the stable was 
seen to be on fire. They ran back 
and made every effort to save the 
sixteen horses which were in the sta- 
ble, but the^flre made such rapid pro- 
gross that only four could be gotten 
out—the remaining twelve perished 
In the flames. Only one of the 
horses in the stable belonged to Mr. 
Wilson and that was saved -the 
balance being owned by other parties 
and were in his hands to be trained. 
Messrs. Trabue, of Louisville, had 
four horses there, only one of which 
was saved— one of those burned being 
valued at $6,000; Mr. George F. Berry, 
of this city, also owned one of those 
burned, two were owned by parties 
in Louisville, and several by Paris 
parties. 

Mr. Wilson lost, in addition to the 
stable, six setB of harness, a lot of 
hay, oats, blankets, horse boots, &c, 
and valued the whole at about $2,000, 
upon which he had only $800 insur- 
ance.

THii WBATH8R. 
Severe Winter Predicted. 

Weather Prophet Foster of St. 
Joseph, Missouri, make tho following 
predictions: A remarkable period of 
great storms will occur during the 
first half of October that will be sur- 
passed only by those that will occur 
in March, 1892. Thero will be three 
storm waves during this storm 
period, which will cross the conti- 
nent from west to east along the 
usual storm center routes. 

The first of these storm waves will 
be most severe In the Mississippi 
valley, and the last on the Atlantic 
coast The first will be due to leave 
the Pacific coast about September 30, 
cross the Rocky-Allegheny valley 
from October 1 to 3, and reach the 
Atlantic coast about the 4th. On the 
2d the storm wave will bo crossing 
the Mississippi river not far from St 
Louis, and will then be of consider- 
able force in Illinois and Missouri. 

Accompanying this storm wave 
may be expected tornadoes, cloud- 
bursts, hail and severe gales, and 
within one or two days following it. 
killing frosts will visit most localities 
in latitude 36, with a strong proba- 
bility of frost much further south. 
Hurricanes will develop great force 
on the North Atlantic at this time, 
but I can not give their exact loca- 
tion, but they will probably be not 
far east of tho West Indies. These 
hurricanes will become very fierce 
along the Atlantic coast from Octob- 
er 1 to 18. 

These October storms will indicate 
what the coming winter will be. I 
expect very great storms from the 
first of October to the last of March, 
and if this period of storms, covet 
the first half of October, proves to be 
of more than usual force, it will indi 
cate that I have not miscalculated 
the weather, and we may then con- 
fidently expect a very cold, severe 
and stormy winter, setting in quite 

Saturn will pass its equinox the 
last of October, and to that influence 
I attribute the great increase of 
storms since the middle of last May.

DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED. 

Another Shooting Upon an 
Excur sion T rain. 

A JLady the Victim. 

The train which left Louisville 
Thursday night, after the parade of 
the Satellites of Mercury, was 
crowded and people were standing 
up in the aisles. In one of the cars, 
in which were a number of Frankfort 
people, a negro man was sitting in a 
chair, while white ladies were stand- 
ing up near him. A white man went 
to him and asked him to give a lady 
the chair, which he refused to do and 
the two had some words about it, 
the negro finally getting up and going 
out upon the forward platform, but 
in a few minutes after, when the 
train was about seven miles out from 
Louisville, opened the door of the 
car aimed a pistol in the direction of 
where the white man had been stand- 
ing and fired, the ball striking Miss 
Tenie McEwau, of this city, in the 
face, passing through her left cheek 
and lodging in her nock, inflicting a 
dangerous wound. She was sitting 
in a seat with her sister, Miss Carrie 
McEwan, and Mr. Owen Furr, and 
was leaning forward when shot, the 
ball, a 32-calibre, ranging down. The 
negro jumped from the train and 
made his escape after firing the shot. 
At Lagrange a physician was called 
in and staunched the flow of blood 
from the wound, and Miss McEwan 
was brought to her home in this city, 
where she is lying in a critical con 
dition and is suffering great pain. 

This thing of people being shot 
and killed upon excursion trains is 
becoming entirely too common, and 
the railroad companies owe it to 
their patrons to take vigorous steps to 
wards putting a stop to it. Such trains 
should bo provided with officers em- 
powered with authority to make ar- 
rests at any point upon the line, and 
men found to be under the influence 
of liquor should promptly be put off 
the train. 

A man, white or black, who draws 
a pistol or attempts to use the 
same in a/Car where there are women 
and children deserves to bo thrown 
from the window while the train is at 
full speed, or hung from the platform. 
Such brutes are not fit to live and 
the world would be better off the 
moment they are sent out of it. 

The wounded young lady is a 
daughter of the late Alex. McEwan 
and a sister of Rev. W. L. MoSwan, 
of Wilmington, Delaware.
